said one of the notes which was found 
beside the body. 
"Nothing remains 


but to dynamite the ruins."- 
Samuel Alden. a special policeman, 


was the sole witness of th edramatic. 
act which terminated the career of 
the noted author. 


"Mr. MacFarlane stopped at the en- 
trance to the coroner's office And 
hung his walking stick over his arm," 
Alden said. "I thought he was going 
to light a cigarette in the shelter of 
the low window there but the next 
instant out came the pistol and he put 
a shot Into his left temple and just 
slid down the wall aand crumpled IP 
the sidewalk." 
Mr. MacFarlane was 53 years old.

BERLIN, June 7—The Marx cab- 


inet and its prograrn, providing for 
full acceptance of the Dawes repara- 
tion report, received a vote of con- 
fidence today, 247 against 183. 


Only after Foreign Minister Strese- 


mann had thrown the full weight of 
his personality and fighting spirit in- 
to the long winded debate did the 
Reichstag finally vote on the govern- 
ment program 
Clenching his flats, ready to fight 


anybody who 
opposed 
him, 
Herr 
Stresemann in a two hour 
speech 


outlined his program and the German 
interpretation of the Dawes report, 
interrupting himself only to d.eal a 
\erbal blow to dispense the stinging 
sarcasm of the bitter, howling op- 
ponents in the ranks of the super- 
nationalists or communists. 
"The Dawes 
report 
is a modern 


economic Bible, in the eyes of public 
opinion throughout the world." was 
the term coined by Germany's foreign 
minister, who continued. 
"The American experts played an 


important part in formulating the 
Dawes report. 
All the international 


experts who worked on the report had 
been finding a practical solution. 
"It was fatal to 
the 
whole 
of 
Europe for years that after the war 
America coined the words 'Hands off ' 
because the United State* are honest 
arbitrators par excellence for Europe. 
They are too rich to b threatened in- 
to weakening Germany 
Far away 


over the sea they see th matter in 
its proper hght. 
"The point is the spirit in which 
the Dawes suggestions will be carried 
out and interpreted 
"We want to in- 
terpret them fairly, and expect others 
to do so too. 
"The problem closest to the hearts 


of the Germans is the fate of politi- 
cal prisoners in the occupied zone, 
and thousands who were 
deported 


from their homes 
in the occupied 


zones We have been negotiating -with 
the allied governments in these mat- 
ters, and hope for a sttlmnt. 
"Th question of military evacuation 


of the Ruhr by the French troops is 
mainly a question of prestige. 
The 


experts' report mentions the military 
evacuation, but provides that the or- 
ganizations which are la coVitrol the 
Ruhr can only be mentioned in a sep- 
arate report. 
"An agreement must 
be reached 


between Germany and France about 
a full possible evacuation 
The oc- 


cupation reduces Germany's 
pajing 


capacity even in 
the 
eyes 
of the 


Dawes report, and we are sure an 


understanding can be reached. One 
reason we believe this is the fact that 
M. Herriot's position will be strong 
in France when he becomes premier 
We can not guarantee a sensible solu-
